Lift Melodrama 
To Cornfed Top

Tomorrow evening, 1 the annual retreat for St. Joseph ’s 
students begins. The first day of the retreat is also the feast 
of the Immaculate Conception, one of the greatest feasts of 
Our Blessed Mother. _ 

It was, in this writer’s opinion, a happy choice to inau- 
gurate the retreat on that feast. The intercession of the Mother 
of God is desperately needed by the world today, and the 
prayers of the men of St. Joseph’s will be especially powerful.

“The Drunkard,” presented here 
by the Columbian Players on Nov. 
19 and 20, was on the whole a 
very enjoyable bit of whimsy. Its 
farcical quality was always good. 
Its satirical quality, however, the 
more important, was sometimes 
not-so-good. In trying to achieve 
this latter, the play naturally 
thrust upon its participants the 
burden of constant over-acting 
and exaggeration in dialogue. 

“The Drunkard,” as presented 
by the St. Joe drama group, was 
a satirical burlesque of a morality 
play first produced in Boston in 
1844. , The stilted, melodramatic 
style of acting involved in it was 
exaggerated to ridiculosity. 

In the main, the players 
achieved this style, but the pres- 
entation lagged occasionally for 
the lack of unity among the 
players and .between them and 
the plot. Here was probably the 
show’s weakest link. Admittedly 
the plot in a show of this type 
is merely an empty comic vehicle, 
and a certain measure of raucous 
confusion added to the play’s 
appeal, but at times the con- 
fusion was overdone to the point 
that it detracted from the comedy. 
It was an attempt at subtlety 
which “out-subtled” itself. 

The background effects of the 
performance were certainly up 
to par. The cast seemed well- 
directed and the sets, done ip a 
flat, impressionistic style, added 
to the tone of the play. 

A sparkling highlight of the 
production was the performance 
turned in by Joe Konlcel, who 
as do-gooder Mr. Arden Rencelaw 
was always completely -in - char- 
acter, and worked with a remark-
